WEST advised that the employment listed as Riggs 
National Bank is actually a board membership. He stated that the 
board meets once every other month and that the best contact to 
verify that he is a member of the board is | who 

is the I l of the RIGGS NATIONAL CORPORATION. 

The appointee advised that the continuation sheet for 
Question IS regarding Outside Counsel, are listings of five major 
cases that he worked on when he was with PATTERSON, BELKNAP, WEBB 
AND TYLER. He stated that he listed these cases to show that he 
has done work for companies that have sued the United States 
Government or at least have taken the United States Government to 
court. He added that somebody may misconstrue his representation 
as a possible conflict of interest, however, he felt that these 
were not conflicts of interest, just simply cases that he had 
opposite views than the United States Government. 

WEST advised that the INTERNATIONAL GUNNERY RANGE 
SERVICES, INCORPORATED (INC,), was a case that he represented a 
firm which was headquartered in Phoenix, Arizona. He elaborated 
that INTERNATIONAL GUNNERY RANGE SERVICES, INC., had a contract 
with the Air Force to clean up an Air Force target range in 
Arizona. As part of the contract, INTERNATIONAL GUNNERY RANGE 
SERVICES, INC., would go into the range on a periodic basis and 
remove all of the targets which included some trucks which the 
Air Force pilots used as target practice. WEST stated that many 
of the trucks were never hit and that INTERNATIONAL GUNNERY RANGE 
SERVICES, INC., would simply take the trucks, clean them up and 
resell them. The appointee added that the Air Force felt that 
this was inappropriate and they changed the contract. 
INTERNATIONAL GUNNERY RANGE SERVICES, INC., then sued the Air 
Force because of the changed contract and the appointee 
represented INTERNATIONAL GUNNERY RANGE SERVICES, INC. The 
appointee stated that the case was then heard before the Air 
Force Board of Appeals in 1987-1989. 

WEST stated that SANTA BARBARA APPLIED RESEARCH, INC., 
was headquartered in Ventura, California. He stated that SANTA 
BARBARA APPLIED RESEARCH, INC., was a consulting management 
company and that they had won a bid from the General Accounting 
Office (GAO) to do some consulting work. However, WEST stated 
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that a competing company appealed to the GAO stating that this 
bid was not handled properly and they challenged the award to 
SANTA BARBARA APPLIED RESEARCH, INC. WEST Stated that he 
represented SANTA BARBARA APPLIED RESEARCH, INC., by appealing to 
the GAO and that GAO ruled in favor of SANTA BARBARA APPLIED 
RESEARCH, INC., and the case never went to court. 

WEST stated that the case regarding MNP CORPORATION was 
headquartered in Detroit, Michigan. WEST stated that MNP had 
been disbarred from bidding on any defense logistics contracts 
and that he represented the company in appealing this disbarment 
before the defense logistics. He stated that the case never went 
to court and this was another example of the appointee 
representing a company who was either suing or appealing a 
Government decision. 

WEST stated that the fourth listed case involved SEALED 
AIR CORPORATION, which was headquartered in Saddlebrook, New 
Jersey. The appointee elaborated that SEALED AIR CORPORATION is 
the company which manufactures packaging material. He stated 
that the company was taken to court due to the fact that they 
were charged with willingly violating a Presidential order which 
prohibited the exportation of certain items to Libya. WEST 
stated that SEALED AIR CORPORATION said that they simply shipped 
some chemicals to a third country and unbeknownst to them, the 
third country then shipped the chemicals to Libya. WEST stated 
that the case was actually handled by a law firm out of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, by the name of DORSEY AND WHITNEY. WEST 
stated that he listed this case due to the fact that he and the 
law firm of PATTERSON, BELKNAP, WEBB AND TYLER helped prepare the 
brief that SEALED AIR CORPORATION presented in their plea 
bargain. 


WEST stated that the final case listed PLESSEY 
CORPORATION involved an appeal to the Defense Department. WEST 
stated that this case was mainly handled by the New York Office 
of PATTERSON, BELKNAP, WEBB AND TYLER; however, he did assist in 
some of the summary. WEST explained that PLESSEY CORPORATION was 
a British-owned company and that PLESSEY CORPORATION wanted to 
acquire a company called HARRIS CORPORATION. However, WEST 
stated that the problem involved was that HARRIS CORPORATION did 
have some Defense Department contracts which were classified and, 
in view of the fact that PLESSEY CORPORATION was British-owned, 
there was a problem due to the classified material. WEST stated 
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that the Defense Department had requested that the British 
portion of PLESSEY CORPORATION not have anything to do with the 
portion of HARRIS CORPORATION which handled the classified 
material. WEST stated that PATTERSON, BELKNAP, WEBB AND TYLER 
simply did advising and, once again, this case did not go to 
court. 


The appointee advised that all of the cases listed were 
when he was with PATTERSON, BELKNAP, WEBB AND TYLER and he no 
longer has any connections with either the companies or with 
PATTERSON, BELKNAP, WEBB AND TYLER. 

The appointee advised that he has never used, sold, or 
purchased any illegal drugs, including marijuana. The appointee 
also advised that he has never abused prescription drugs or 
alcohol. 


The appointee advised that he has never had any 
financial problems which resulted in, but were not limited to, 
property being repossessed, debts placed for collection, filing 
for bankruptcy, nor has he been the subject of a tax lien or 
legal judgement rendered concerning a debt, or had any delinquent 
student loans. 

The appointee advised he has never been involved in any 
type of civil matter as a plaintiff or a defendant. 

The appointee stated, however, in 1980, while in his 
official capacity as Special Assistant to the Secretary of 
Defense while working for the United States Department of 
Defense, he was named in a lawsuit MONDAY vs. WEINBERGER. He 
stated that the case was heard at the United States Court of 
Military Appeals and that the dispute was over promotion. He 
reiterated that he simply was listed due to his official capacity 
as Special Assistant to the Secretary of Defense. 

The appointee advised he has never been involved in any 
criminal matter as a suspect or a subject, nor has he ever been 
arrested for, charged with, or convicted of any criminal 
offenses. He stated, however, he was involved in the case of 
United States vs. the Church of Scientology in Washington, D.C.

Sen Arlen Specter, R-Pa., urged President Clinton to "respond 
personally to the public" about the growing controversy. Specter 
said his office had been "inundated" by demands for an investigation 

House Speaker Newt Gingrich urged Clinton to make public the names 
of those granted waivers and said, "The public deserves to know 
. . If they refuse to release the names, we will subpoena them " 

The White House called the reports untrue and said they are the 
work of conservative political enemies. 

The controversy grew from an Insight magazine report accusing 
"top brass," including Secretary of the Army Togo West, of granting 
waivers to "dozens of big-time political donors" so they or 
family members could be buried at Arlington Insight, a 
weekly publication of The Washington Times, did not name 
its sources. 


The Army oversees Arlington, across the Potomac River from Washington 


A House of Representatives subcommittee is investigating, focusing 
on nine or 10 of about 60 cases in which Arlington Superintendent 
Jack Metzler turned down waivers and was overruled by West. The 
Army has not released names, citing privacy reasons. 


The waivers include four granted by Clinton. The White House said 
they include a Supreme Court justice, the wife of another Supreme 
Court justice, an Army veteran Drug Enforcement Administration 
agent killed on a mission in Peru and a Washington police officer 
and Marine Corps veteran killed in the line of duty. 
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Three names have been reported* Joseph Kruzel and Robert Frasure, 
diplomats killed on a peace mission to Bosnia m 1995, and Larry 
Lawrence, U S ambassador to Switzerland, who died last year 

Republicans have raised questions about about Lawrence, a ma]or 
Democratic Party contributor who was injured during World War 
II while serving in the Merchant Marine, 

West said at a Pentagon briefing that neither he nor his staff 
knew Lawrence was a contributor to the Democratic Party. 

Burial at Arlington has been tightly restricted since President 
Kennedy was interred there in 1963, increasing demand for plots. 
Only service members killed on active duty, highly decorated or 
long-serving veterans and a few top-ranking government officials 
are eligible.

The Clinton administration sold plots to undeserving big-time 
donors who, not content with a night in the Lincoln Bedroom, sought 
eternity m the hallowed ground of Arlington National Cemetery 

Outraged veterans jammed talk radio lines. Republicans demanded 
investigations. And the mainstream media began looking into the 
bucks-for-burial allegations. 

There was just one problem with the latest Democratic campaign 
finance scandal. 


None of it could be proved. 

The superheated rhetoric sparked by a story in Insight, 
a weekly magazine of the conservative Washington Times, 
named not a single source. 

On Friday, Secretary of the Army Togo West, who oversees the cemetery, 
landed a mortal blow to the story. He released the names of 69 
people he or President Clinton had granted special permission 
to be buried at Arlington since 1993. Most had been turned down 
by the cemetery's superintendent before West overruled him. Among 
the waivers granted were one for a descendant of slaves buried 
at Arlington and one for an Air National Guard officer who remained 
with his plane as it crashed to prevent it from plowing into 100 
soldiers on the ground. 

It turned out that only one had been a major Democratic donor 
Larry Lawrence, who was U.S. ambassador to Switzerland when he 
died last year. 


Veterans groups reacted to West's press conference by declaring 
the charges unfounded. Sen Arlen Specter, R-Pa., who had demanded 
a personal explanation from Clinton, said the Lawrence case shouldn't 
"warrant a lot of fuss " Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz , whose father 
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is buried at Arlington had favored an investigation, but he said 
Tuesday he was satisfied. "I have seen no evidence that there 
is anything wrong here " 

Still, Congress has asked its auditing arm, the General Accounting 
Office, to investigate A House of Representatives veterans subcommittee 
will continue its investigation. Specter has demanded details 
on waivers at all 114 national cemeteries. And the Insight 
writer, Paul Rodriguez, stands by his story. He says, "I still 
think there are questions.” 

Callers to conservative talk radio shows are still upset 

"This story isn’t over until (Lawrence is) disinterred," says 
radio host G. Gordon Liddy, the Watergate ex-convict, who is appalled 
that Lawrence is buried close to the Tomb of the Unknowns. 


"I don’t think anybody should be dug up,” says Republican National 
Committee spokesman Clifford May. "I think the information should 
be dug up." 

The waiver story was first raised in June by Washington's WJLA-TV 
and then the weekly Army Times But it didn't gain momentum 
until around Veterans Day, when West emerged as Clinton's choice 
to be secretary of Veterans Affairs Veterans groups are lukewarm 
to West; they fault him for a background light on veterans' health 
and other issues. Conservatives have been critical because of 
his support for expanding the roles of women in the military. 


The atmosphere wasn't helped by an unrelated controversy m which 
West's deputy, Sara Lister, was forced to resign earlier than 
planned after calling Marines "extremists " 

The waiver allegations seemed "part of a pattern of behavior 
on the part of this administration to denigrate the armed forces," 
May says. "That lent credibility to this story." 

But the timing of the waiver story may not have been coincidental, 
says Robert Lichter of the Center for Media and Public Affairs, 
a watchdog group. "It's common practice in Washington to leak 
embarrassing rumors about a politician to block his appointment 
or confirmation to a new job," he says. "This is the danger 
of unnamed sources It makes it possible to smear someone without 
taking responsibility for it." 

The first grumblings reached the media last spring. That's when 
Army Times contributing editor George Wilson got a tip 
that West had granted an unusually high number of waivers, or 
exceptions, to Arlington's strict eligibility rules. Burial has 
been limited to highly decorated or long-serving veterans and 
their families, and some top government officials, since President 
Kennedy was buried there in 1963. 


Wilson will say only that the tipster was "a retired Army officer 
who had heard it from a retired general who had heard about it 
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from an Army source at the Pentagon.” 

The House Veterans Affairs subcommittee had also received anonymous 
complaints. Its chairman. Rep. Terry Everett, R-Ala , asked West 
for a list of all waivers since 1981. 


Wilson's story in June reported that West waived the rules at 
a rate nearly triple that of the Reagan and Bush administrations 
It said the high numbers "generated allegations of favoritism" 
but quoted no critics. Without names of those who got waivers, 
which West refused to release for privacy reasons, such allegations 
"can be neither substantiated nor dismissed," Wilson wrote. 

An Army spokeswoman said rising death rates among aging World 
War II veterans and their families "may have pushed up the totals 
on West's watch," Wilson wrote. 

Around the same time, Liddy says, he heard from a "senior staffer" 
on Capitol Hill that families of veterans denied burial at Arlington 
had complained about favoritism He passed the tip on to Rodriguez 
at Insight. 

Last week, Rodriguez faxed to Liddy an advance copy of his Insight 
article, which appeared on newsstands Monday Headlined, "Is 
There Nothing Sacred?" it said "dozens of big-time political 
donors" had bought their way into Arlington It did not name 
sources. Rodriguez says his information, which he calls "circumstantial," 
came from "generals and colonels in the Pentagon." 

Liddy broke the story Nov 18. Radio talkers Rush Limbaugh and 
Oliver North followed. 


Insight's office has received 2,000 calls, letters and 
e-mails Between last Wednesday and Friday, the Army received 
more than 600. A third of callers to the Pentagon demanded that 
the remains of the undeserving be dug up and moved elsewhere 
The White House fumed. 


"We sit around and have journalism conferences from time to time 
and talk about things like this," complained spokesman Mike McCurry 
at a press briefing "This is a story that appeared largely uncorroborated 
with anonymous sources in a conservative, right-wing publication." 


But Republican spokesman May says the White House's "stonewalling" 
typifies its reaction whenever a new fund-raising embarrassment 
surfaces: "Issue a blanket denial and scream about hate radio 
rather than just deliver the facts. This is a longstanding pattern." 


Wilson, the Army Times writer, agrees that if West had 
released the names in June, "the nonscandal scandal would not 
have happened "

Defense Secretary William S. Cohen intervened to help a Republican 
congressional staff member bury his father m Arlington National Cemetery last 
summer after Army officials had denied permission for a grave site. 

Cohen said yesterday he had met with the staff member, Robert Charles, 
despite advice from Army Secretary Togo D. West Jr. to avoid getting involved in 
such an emotionally charged case. Cohen subsequently directed his staff to see 
what could be done to accommodate Charles. 


West ultimately reversed himself and authorized a grave site for Roland w 
Charles Jr. # although his aides said yesterday that the Army leader acted out of 
humanitarian considerations, not under any political pressure. Cohen said he 
never attempted to overrule West by insisting on the burial 

The disclosure, first reported yesterday by the Associated Press, followed a 
week in which the administration successfully defended itself against unfounded 
allegations that waivers for burial at the national cemetery had been granted to 
Democratic campaign donors Republicans, who have been leading an investigation 
in the House into the issue of waivers since last summer, had seized on the 
allegations 

A spokesman for Rep. Terry Everett, an Alabama Republican who heads the 
Veterans Affairs subcommittee investigation, acknowledged yesterday that the 
subcommittee staff had been told in July of Charles's effort to seek an 
exception. The spokesman, Michael Lewis, said neither Everett nor the 
subcommittee did anything to assist Charles, who is chief of staff and general 
counsel of another House subcommittee that handles drug and other national 
security issues for the Government Reform and Oversight Committee 

In a letter to the heads of several veterans groups yesterday, West said he 
had been moved to reconsider the Charles case after more information was made 
known to him about the circumstances. He ultimately authorized a new grave site, 
he said, "out of a sense of decency for the family and its situation." He 
insisted Cohen's "incidental involvement" had played no part in his final 
decision. 


According to Army officials, the case involved an unprecedented situation 
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The older Charles was entitled to be buried m Arlington at the site of graves 
for his father and mother. But when cemetery officials went to prepare the site 
m July following Charles*s death, they found it had been virtually 
obliterated by the large roots of an oak tree 

At the same time, they were reluctant to approve a new, separate site because 
nothing in Charles's limited military service or civilian record qualified him 
for ground burial at Arlington. 

So the younger Charles petitioned the White House and the Pentagon for 
special permission He said yesterday he was instructed by the cemetery's 
superintendent, John C. Metzler Jr , to do so. 

In correspondence with the cemetery, Charles used the letterhead stationery 
of his subcommittee, and subsequent Pentagon memos on his case referred to 
Charles's congressional job Metzler, m a memo to a senior Army official, 
reported that Charles had "indicated that he is a personal friend of Secretary 
Cohen and plans to pursue this issue with the secretary of defense personally." 

Charles yesterday denied suggesting he was a friend of Cohen, whom he said he 
had met previously two or three times He also regretted using the congressional 
stationery, saying he had been rushed and distraught over his father's death. 

But he strongly defended pushing for his father's burial, calling it "the 
right thing to do" and taking offense that his efforts were now being portrayed 
as "something political." 

Unable last summer to gain help from the White House, Charles sought a 
meeting with Cohen, a former Republican senator from Maine. West advised against 
it in a July 22 note to Cohen's chief of staff, saying past secretaries and 
presidents "have often preferred to distance themselves from these burial 
decisions because they can be so emotional and as m this case potentially 
precedent-breaking." 

Cohen phoned West that day with a request to reconsider. Later that day. West 
wrote Cohen's chief of staff another memo reaffirming his opposition to a 
waiver. West said Cohen "is always free to overrule me," but added in a 
postscript* "I hope he will not choose to do so. This will be a big deal with 
the veterans and the Veterans Committee " 


Cohen met with Charles two days later. 

"I was told he was highly anxious" m the wake of his father's death, Cohen 
explained in an interview yesterday. "Something had to be done. Couldn't he meet 
with me for a few minutes? I was very new here, and back in my senatorial days, 

I always had an open door. If you had a problem, come on in. 

"By the time I heard everything, I said, 'If there's a way to work it out, 
fine. But if not, the decision is up to the secretary, not me,' " Cohen added. 


Before the end of the day. West had granted the exception West said in his 
letter to veterans yesterday that he had changed his mind after realizing that 
the Charles family had "a justifiable expectation" of burial in Arlington, 
thwarted only by the encroachment of tree roots. He also said he had been 
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distressed to learn that, two days after denying the burial, the body had not

Army Secretary Togo D. West Jr., who became a forceful advocate for fair 
treatment of women in the nation's largest military service, was named yesterday 
by President Clinton to head the huge Department of Veterans Affairs 

President Clinton announced the long-expected move at a White House ceremony, 
hailing the 55-year-old Washington lawyer as an official who "has always 
understood the special responsibility we owe to our men and women in uniform 
both during and after their years of service " 

West has weathered a number of crises in his four years as the civilian head 
of the Army Confronted by evidence of widespread sexual harassment of female 
soldiers he demanded equity for women Faced with recent charges from 
conservatives that the Clinton administration was giving coveted burial space in 
Arlington National Cemetery to big Democratic Party donors, he refuted the 
allegations. 

White House aides said Clinton would invoke a little-known section of the 
Vacancy Act to allow West to become acting VA secretary Jan. 2. His formal 
nomination will be sent to the Senate for confirmation later that month 

West, who served on active duty as an Army lawyer from 1969 to 1973, said he 
would face a new challenge running the VA. "I’ve been advised not to expect 
people to salute me and march off. But that's not my style," he said. He said 
his goal was to proclaim "rules of engagement to serve the veterans, to serve 
them effectively, efficiently and with compassion." 

The VA Cabinet position has been vacant since the July resignation of Jesse 
Brown, a career veterans advocate who headed the department during Clinton's 
first term. The president's first choice to replace Brown, Deputy VA Secretary 
Hershel W. Gober, withdrew his nomination Oct. 24 after Republicans demanded the 
longtime Clinton friend from Arkansas face a public inquiry into allegations 
that he made "unwanted contact" with two women at a veterans event 


Democrats welcomed the West nomination, but congressional Republicans said 
the cemetery dispute is not resolved Charles Battaglia, staff director of the 
Senate Veterans Affairs Committee, said the panel wants more details about 
burials at Arlington 
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"We still have a number of questions to be answered,” said Danny Devine, a 
spokesman for the House Veterans Affairs Committee. It has ordered a General 
Accounting Office study of the Arlington burials and is planning hearings into 
the issue early next year 

Sen John D. "Jay" Rockefeller IV (D-W.Va ) , the ranking member of the Senate 
Veterans Affairs Committee, which will vote on West's nomination, predicted "his 
speedy confirmation" and praised his handling of the cemetery issue "In the 
past two weeks, under intense partisan fire, Togo West again demonstrated that 
he is a person of the highest integrity with extraordinary leadership skills," 
Rockefeller said. 

A spokesman for the Disabled American Veterans, which had voiced concerns 
about West’s prospective nomination, said the secretary-designate eased many of 
the concerns of veterans service organizations at a recent meeting at the Old 
Executive Office Building. "He promised to be accessible," said David W. Gorman, 
executive director the the DAV's Washington office "He said 'It's your house 
I'm the caretaker You're going to have access if I'm in charge.' " 

Speaking yesterday to a small group of veterans in the Roosevelt Room, 

Clinton praised West for his four years as head of the Army, saying his 
leadership had helped create "the greatest, best prepared, most modem fighting 
force m the world " 

West told the president yesterday he believed he had been given "one of the 
best jobs in the world" when Clinton named him Army secretary in 1993. At the 
VA, he will oversee a far-flung and, by many assessments, a more independent 
bureaucracy consisting of more than 170 hospitals, nursing homes, cemeteries and 
benefit offices that provide a wide range of services for the nation's 26 
million veterans.

The appointee, TOGO DENNIS WEST, JR., date of birth 
June 21, 1942, was contacted at his place of employment at the 
Pentagon, Arlington, Virginia, work telephone number 703-697- 
7899. WEST was advised of the identity of the interviewing Agent 
and was told that the interview was being conducted as part of a 
background investigation by the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) to develop information which others will use in determining 
his suitability for Federal employment. 

WEST was advised that the FBI is not restricted in its 
investigation only to information solicited by the forms 
submitted by him. He was further advised that each question 
pertains to his entire adult life. It was explained that the 
results of the investigation will be used to determine his 
eligibility for a security clearance. WEST was also advised that 
the FBI does not participate in the decision making process of 
his employment. The appointee voluntarily provided the following 
information: 

WEST stated that all of the information contained in 
his Standard Form 86 (SF-86) is correct, with exceptions as noted 
herein. 


WEST was asked to provide specific information 
regarding the dates of all corporations with which he has been 
associated and from which he has received compensation m the 
last five years as an officer, owner, director, trustee, partner, 
adviser, attorney, or consultant. He indicated that he worked 
for NORTHROP CORPORATION as Corporate Vice President and Chief of 
the Government Relations Office from September, 1990, until 
November, 1993. He also served as a Corporate Director with the 
RIGGS BANK from 1990 until becoming Secretary of the Army in 
November, 1993. 

WEST stated that he has never had any problems with 
alcohol or prescription drug abuse. He has never been involved 
with illegal drugs in any way. He has never bought or sold any 
drugs and has not required any type of counseling or treatment 
for either drug or alcohol abuse.

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WEST indicated that he has never had any financial 
problems resulting in such things as having his property 
repossessed, having any debts place for collection, or ever 
having to file for bankruptcy. He has never been the subject of 
a tax lien or legal judgment concerning any debt and has no 
delinquent student loans. 

In his position as Secretary of the Army, WEST advised 
that he has been the named defendant in a number of civil suits 
filed against the Army. The appointee also advised that NORTHROP 
CORPORATION entered a guilty plea m connection with fraudulent 
test certifications in 1990. However, WEST advised that this 
guilty plea was based on events predating his employment at 
NORTHROP CORPORATION and he had no part in it. He advised that 
NORTHROP CORPORATION was also investigated for possible violation 
of a criminal statute in connection with the same investigation 
citing investigation into the QUI TAM allegations and the above 
mentioned fraudulent test certifications as noted on his SF-86. 

He advised that both were related investigations and he had no 
personal or official involvement. 

In addition to the above, WEST advised that when he was 
an Associate Deputy Attorney General at the Department of 
Justice, members of the Church of Scientology broke into and took 
some of his files. WEST advised that he was a prospective 
witness at their trial in 1981 and agreed to be a witness for the 
Government. He advised that this is his only involvement in any 
civil or criminal litigation as either a plaintiff or a 
defendant. He advised that he has never personally been involved 
in any civil suits as either plaintiff or defendant, to include 
divorce. 


WEST has never been involved in any criminal matters as 
either a suspect or a subject. He has never been arrested for, 
charged with, or convicted of any criminal offense. 

WEST advised that he has never been denied employment, 
dismissed from any employment, or left any employment under 
unfavorable circumstances. 
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As a result of his position as the Secretary of the 
Army, WEST advised that he visits and receives visits from the 
various ministers of defense and commanders of the armies of 
foreign countries. He advised that these are a part of his 
official duties. He also indicated that the ambassadors of 
Mexico and South Korea live on his street. He said that he has 
no regular social contact with these individuals but has attended 
dinner meetings and receptions on occasion. He advised that 
neither of these individuals has ever been to his home and 
believes that these contacts could also be seen as being in the 
context of his official position. 

In addition to the above, WEST advised that his wife is 
on the Board of the MERIDIAN HOUSE, which is a private 
organization that works in conjunction with the United States 
Department of State On occasion, the MERIDIAN HOUSE hosts 
dinners for visiting foreign dignitaries. WEST estimated that he 
has accompanied his wife to one of these dinners or receptions on 
two or three occasions in the past. 

WEST also noted that all of the foreign embassies in 
town have military attaches and these individuals have ongoing 
routine contacts with an Army official on his staff who reports 
to him. However, WEST advised that he has no individual contact 
with these attaches. 

Outside of the scope of his official duties, WEST 
advised that he has no contact with representatives of any 
foreign countries. 

WEST has never been the subject of any professional 
complaints or nonjudicial disciplinary action. He has never 
received any type of psychological or psychiatric counseling. 

WEST advised that he is not involved in any business or 
investment circumstances that could or might involve conflict of 
interest allegations. 

At no time has WEST ever been involved with any 
organization which advocates the use of force to overthrow the 
United States Government. He has never been involved in the 
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commission of sabotage, espionage, or ever assisted others m 
terrorist activities. 

WEST advised that he is current on all Federal, state, 
and local tax obligations. He has never had to make back payment 
on any such taxes 

WEST advised that he is not concealing any activity or 
conduct that might be used to influence, pressure, coerce, or 
compromise him in any way. He knows of nothing that might 
negatively impact on his character, reputation, judgment, or 
discretion. WEST noted that there are ongoing allegations that 
he has made exceptions for some individuals by approving burials 
at Arlington National Cemetery and that his approval has taken 
into consideration political contributions. He advised that 
these allegations are not true. WEST advised that he receives 
recommendations for exceptions for individuals to be buried at 
Arlington. He advised that these recommendations come to him 
through a bureaucracy that neither has access to political 
contribution information nor would want that information WEST 
advised that he does have the authority to grant a waiver to have 
an individual buried at Arlington who would not otherwise be 
eligible based on existing criteria. On occasion, he does grant 
that authority. However, he said that his decisions are made 
solely on the merit of the individual seeking the exception to 
the regular categories for burial at Arlington. 

When he was in college at Howard University, WEST 
advised that he was a member m college fraternities that did not 
allow women members. He noted that college fraternities were 
same-sex in those days. He advised that he was a member in Alpha 
Phi Omega while an undergraduate at Howard University between 
1960 and 1965. He was also in Omega Psi Phi while at Howard 
University Law School between 1965 and 1968 

In addition, WEST advised that he is a member of the 
Metropolitan Club and the University Club in Washington, D.C 
When he joined, these organizations did not admit women. His 
recollection is that there were very few blacks and no women 
members in these clubs when he joined. However, both are now 
open to individuals of any race and sex. 
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WEST indicated that all of his responses are true and 
correct to the best of his knowledge. He is aware of no current 
or past circumstances that would, could, or should prevent him 
from securing employment with the Federal Government and/or 
having access to classified materials.

This responds to your letter of December 4, 1994. I apologize for the delay in 
responding, but your letter was not received in the Counsel’s Office until it was faxed to 
us on the evening of January 9, 1995. 


You have identified three proposed procedures relating to the review of 
background investigations conducted by the Federal Bureau of Investigation for persons 
no mina ted by the President to Department of Defense civilian positions requiring the 
consent of the Senate. The first proposal is one we will be pleased to assist you in 
achieving; we believe we can provide assistance in meeting the goals of your second 
proposal as well. I do not believe, however, that your third suggestion is consistent with 
longstanding practice, which was adopted to balance the needs of both branches in the 
sensitive nomination and confirmation process. 

As you may know, the FBI and the White House follow one procedure for all 
nominees, with the exception of certain judicial and other law-enforcement positions, 
which are subject to a unique clearance and review process within the Executive Branch. 
Moreover, because judgeships are lifetime appointments, the Senate Judiciary Committee 
has had a separate agreement with the White House regarding review of background 
investigations. 

Under procedures followed for all other nominations, the FBI conducts a full-field 
investigation of a candidate for Presidential nomination, at the request of the Office of 
the Counsel to the President A summary of the results of this investigation is reviewed 
by the Counsel’s Office prior to nomination. Once the nomination is forwarded to the 
Senate, that summary is made available for review by the Chair and Ranking Minority 
Member of the Committee considering the nomination. (Other Senators of the 
Committee may review the summary with the approval of the Chair and Ranking 
Minority Member.) The FBI summary is hand-carried by a member of the Counsel’s 
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Office to the reviewing Senator who reviews the file with the Counsel’s Office staff 
member. The summary is then hand-carried back to the White House. 


If the Chair and Ranking Minority Member of the Committee believe that there 
are issues that are not adequately addressed in the FBI summary, the Counsel to the 
President may request that the FBI conduct additional investigation. The summary of 
that additional investigation is provided to the Counsel’s Office, which makes it available 
to the Chair and Ranking Minority Member on the same terms and conditions as the 
original FBI summary. 

The first proposal you have made is that the background files be available for 
review at least one week prior to any hearing. It is the policy of our Office to make the 
FBI summary available at the request of the reviewing Senators any time after the 
formal nomination is sent to the Senate. We will be pleased to continue to do so, and to 
honor requests for review promptly. Of course, the calendar for hearings is within your 
discretion. 

The second proposal is that the FBI file brought for Senatorial review include the 
302s and inserts from which the summary reports are prepared. The FBI does not 
provide the White House with substantial back-up materials, although it may provide 
302s for significant interviews, usually those of the nominee and others who have 
provided important information. Normally, 302s are provided at the discretion of the 
FBI, although occasionally the Counsel’s Office asks to see additional 302s. 

Normally, only the FBI summaries are made available to confirming Senate 
committees. Pursuant to your request, however, I am prepared to agree that whenever 
302s are made available to the White House, they will be made a part of the background 
file provided to you and other reviewing Senators. In short, your Committee will have 
available for its review those investigatory materials provided by the FBI to the White 
House. 


Finally, you propose to have files reviewed by Majority and Minority staff 
directors and counsel This proposal is a dramatic departure from historical practice, 
which, as I mentioned, was followed by the two most recent Republican Administrations 
as well The policy of limiting the review of highly sensitive background materials to 
confirming Senators protects the confidentiality of these materials while ensuring their 
access by those having a Constitutional role in confirming a nominee. As then Counsel 
to the President C. Boyden Gray explained in a letter to then Majority Leader George 
Mitchell in 1989: 

The procedures outlined above are necessary to protect the FBI’s investigatory 
process as well as the privacy interests of the nominee and the other individuals 
who agree to be interviewed by the FBL Since the FBI relies on the willingness 



of people to provide information in a confidential manner, access to this 
information is limited. 

I believe that this reasoning is as sound today as it was when Mr. Gray wrote to Senator 
Mitchell, and indeed, when the Reagan Administration followed it before then. 
Therefore, while it is conceivable that an individual exception might be made in an 
unusual case, I do not believe that a change in this policy is consistent with the interests 
of the two branches in ensuring that both cany out their Constitutional duties. 

I would be pleased to meet with you to discuss how we can work together to 
ensure that the process is working smoothly.

I appreciate you and Senator Rockefeller bringing 
to my attention your concerns ab out aspects of the background 
investigation of I I I too believe that the back¬ 

ground investigations conducted by the FBI must be thorough, 
accurate and done properly. We are always willing to assist the 
Senate in the confirmation process and can assure you that we 
want you to have complete confidence in the FBI's investigations. 

The FBI provides the results of its background 
investigations of nominees to the Office of the Counsel to the 
President. We do the investigations at their request. When a 
Senate Committee requests additional investigation, we do so at 
the direction of the Counsel’s Office and within the scope that 
office requests the additional investigation be conducted. 

In this instance, in response to your letter to the 
FBI, the FBI sought and obtained the concurrence of the Counsel’s 
Office and conducted additional investigation responsive to your 
seven questions. We forwarded the additional information that 
resulted to the Counsel’s Office. Presumably, that Office 
provided it to your Committee pursuant to established procedures. 
No follow-up investigation was requested either by the White 
House or by the Committee. 


As you know, the FB I report did cover one incident 


that occurred while Mr. \ was Deputy Secretary.

Following are question guidelines which I request be addressed per the request of the Federal 

Bureau of Investigation 

• Unless doing so would be contrary to FBI regulations, I request that the subjects be 
placed under oath prior to the commencement of questioning 

• Unless doing so would be contrary to FBI regulations, I request that the subjects be 
questioned at a venue other than that in which they are currently employed 

• Unless doing so would be contrary to FBI regulations, I request that the subjects be 
informed of the penalties for answering untruthfully those questions posed to them by 
Federal agents 

• I request that the interviewing agent establish with all subjects that no contact with the 
subjects was made, or attempted, by any party other than the FBI (such as White House 
or administration representatives, Secretary West, or any other public or private 
mdividual(s)), in anticipation of questioning by the FBI If such is not the case, I request 
details of the contact 

• During questioning of the named female subject, I request that questioning agents 
establish if she ever had a sexual relationship of any kind or extent with the nommee 
(Army Secretary West) at any time before or during the nominee’s employment at the 
Department of the Army If the subject answers in the affirmative, I request that agents 
ascertain when the relationship began, when it ended, and other salient details 

• I request that agents ascertain whether or not the named female subject ever received any 
compensation for any work she might have performed for the Northrop Corporation If 
she did, I request that details be collected regarding type of work, compensation received, 
supervisors, dates of employment, etc 

• If she was ever retained for the Northrop corporation, who hired her? Did Secretary West 
play any role in her hiring? 

• When questioning the two named male subjects, I request that agents refer to the named 
female subject specifically by her name I request that agents ascertain whether or not 
either of them ever observed or were ever aware of Secretary West and the named female 
subject engaging in any activity — or ever had the opportunity to engage in any activity 
— that, in the subjects’ estimation, could be characterized as intimate I request all 
salient details 
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I request that agents ascertain if either named male subject was ever asked by Secretary 
West or the named female subject to accommodate a request by either or both, which was 
not purely professional (for example, were either male subjects ever asked to drive either 
West or the named female subject to any questionable liaison between the two, were 
either male subjects ever asked by West or the named female subject to wait for one or 
the other while a questionable liaison was completed, etc ) 

I request the above be utilized by questioning agents as guidelines only, and that any 
other information that surfaces during the course of these interviews — to include names 
of individuals not included among the original three named subjects — be pursued in a 
fashion consistent with thorough investigative practices
